Being not Awake my ſelf at the Time of this ſtrange Accident, 
wade ſeveral Enquiries about ir, but the beſt Information I 
could have of it was this, —— That it firſt began with -a loud 
and terrible Noiſe (like the Bownce of a Barrel of Gunpowder 
when a Houſe is blown up therewith) and immediately the 
Bedſtead and other things in the Room were ſhaken, and as it- were 
trembled, which fo continued by Gueſs about four or five Minutes, 
and at length there was heard two ſmall Noiſes like two Steps of 'a 
Man (there being ſome ſmall diſtance of time between) and itnmedi- 
ately /it ſeemed to go out at the top of the Houſe with another 
Bownce, but not ſo great'as the firft; This Perſon then Sittingon the 
Bed ew» terribly Aﬀrightcd) fell into a Swooning Fit.
